INFORMATION OBTAINED FROM PAN AMERICAN ON TRANSPORTATION OF 
EXHIBITION INTO PRC IS AS FOLLOWS:

SAN FRANCISCO- TOKY 0-( SHANGHAI )-PEKING 

PAN AMERICAN IS PREPARED TO FLY DIRECTLY FROM TOKYO TO 
PEKING; ALTERNATE ROUTE WOULD BE TO STOP IN SHANGHAI. IN 
EITHER CASE, PAN AMERICAN WILLING TO FLY INTO CHINA VIA 
SHANGHAI AIR SPACE. UNLESS MORE DIRECT ROUTE SUGGESTED BY
